Claims 13-19, drawn to a fire detector having first and second 
photodetectors situated opposite of each other on a common main axis 
with respect to each other and which measure the radiation scattered by 
particles situated in the measuring volume, wherein radiation axes of the 
first and second LEDs enclose an acute angle of less than 90.degree. with 
the main axis and intersect in a point which is situated on the main axis 
and is situated in the center of the measuring volume, classified in class 
356, subclass 336. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2)
